So he set to work to do it. 
First, however, he had to learn how to dance the old 
dances himself. 
He got a teacher and made himself pro­ 
ficient in all the old steps that had gone out ot tavor.

the old dances. 
" I always learn to do things myself b efore I try to get 
other people to do them,’’ he said. 
“ 1 never ask anyone in

way I can turn my attention to something else." 
Ob vious as this lesson is, there are a great many people 
who could take the time to re-learn it.

They’re full of energy, full of ideas, full <>i a m ­ 
b ition— b ut they can’t get the b est results out of tin* people 
who work for them b ecause they themselves c an ’t do the 
things they expect their sub ordinates to do. 
In the old sailing ship days, a lirst mate whose handling 
of his men was unjustly criticized always had a read> 
c o m e ­ 
b ack. 
It was: 
‘‘I didn’t come in through the1 cab in window!” 
W hat he meant, of course, was that, he had worked his 
way up to the officer’s rank b y doing a seam an’s work him­ 
self. 
If he was a good officer, In* knew that lie could do 
any job on the ship b etter than the* sailors who worked un­ 
der him. 
An officer of that kind, no matter how b rutal or 
overb earing he might b e, always had the respect of the 
men. 
The officer the sailors hated was the one who had ‘‘come 
in through the cab in window”— who had gained his job 
through favoritism, and whose ab ility actually to do with 
his own hands the job s that he directed them to do was not 
up to snuff 
No m an can hope to rise very high unless he knows, thor­ 
oughly, every angle of the job s b elow him. 
An amb itious 
young man, just getting started in a trade or b usiness, would 
do well to rememb er that.

rilE MANAGEMENT 
OF LEG ULCER 
There are a great many folk af- 
licted with raw. troublesome, pain- \ 
ul. sometimes bleeding ulcers of the | 
kin of the leg, usually the effect of j 
aricó se veins in the leg, and it is 
inly too common to find that some 
if 
these sufferers are resigned 
to 
permanent disability 
or permanent 
■offering from this cause when, if 
he condition were properly manag­ 
'd, complete healing is readily ch­ 
ained. 
Very' rarelv indeed is such 
tn ulcer incurable, although the vie- i 
;m may feel discouraged and give j 
ip the effort to obtain a cure, having 
ried this and that remedy in vain 
Now and then such an ulcer develops 
malignancy, 
becomes 
cancerous, 
¡vhen long neglected or maltreated,! 
ind then the chance 
for complete 
-icaling is more remote, though radi- . 
tal surgery 
plus X-ray 
treatment 
ft ill still give a complete cure in the 
majority of cases. 
Unfortunately, for the victims well 
being, a lot of physicians are really ¡ 
incompetent to treat these ulcers, or 
unwilling to treat them properly 
It 
is downright quackery for a doctor j 
10 dismiss such a patient with the lat­ 
est style of 
salve or other 
alleged 
Lealing stuff and no attempt to deal 
ftith the trouble as a surgical con­ 
dition should be dealt with. 
If it , 
were 
a recent burn 
or wound 
the 
doctor would naturally feel it his 
duty 
to look 
after the case 
until! 
healing was complete. 
Somehow he 
fails to take that attitude when a 
chronic ulcer presents itself. 
Per­ 
haps this is in part the fault of the j 
-patient, who ex pects the doctor to do, 
something or prescribe something to 
heal the trouble without further care, 
;t is ridiculous to imagine any “ an- ¡ 


tiseptic“ or ointment or other local 
remedy can accomplish that, except 
by accident. 
An old and valuable method of 
dressing such ulcers is the applica­ 
tion oi what is known among physi­ 
cians as Unna’s paste. 
A satisfac­ 
tory formula is 6 ounces of gelatin. 
3 ounces of ainc oxid. 10 ounces of 
glycerin and 
10 ounces of water, 
slowly heated 
and stir*ed 
until a 
smooth 
rubbery mass is 
obtained, 
this is heated enough to melt it to | 
the consistency of paint, and so ap­ 
plied to the entire leg, ulcer and all, 
with a clean paint brush, from the 
base of the toes nearly up to the 
knee. 
The 
ulcer should 
first be 
cleansed 
with ordinary soap 
and 
t\ a ter and gently dried 
Upon the first coat of paint apply 
an ordinary gauze or muslin band­ 
age spirally from toes to the upper 
border of paint. 
Then another coat 
of paint. 
Then another 
bandage. 
Finally a third coat of paint, a third 
bandage, and finish 
with a fourth 
coat of paint-. 
You now have a leg 
that will stand without hitching, and 
a dressing that will support and pro­ 
tect the leg and ulcer, permit drain­ 
age or ordinary discharge from tlie 
uleer, and require renewal once a 
week. 
No other treatment is necessary 
while this paste dressing is in use. 
In some cases the dressing once ap­ 
plied may be 
left undisturbed 
foi 
several weeks, provided it dors not 
become uncomfortable, and when It 
is finally removed the ulcer will be 
found nearly if not quite healed over. 
As a rule any remedy or dressing 
that is changed every day or even 
several times a day is rather likely to 
hamper normal healing process. This 
is a principle of surgery that victims 
of leg uleer ought to grasp firmly if 
they are fond of self doctoring or » >e- 
ing experimented on by Tom, Dick 
and Harry.
